and the finest gallery of paintings in England— 
and truly I think that report does not do him 
over-justice. 
I remained here till night, purpose- 


ly to see the palace and park, and I was amply 
repaid. 
There Ts an air of grandeur and magnifi- 


cence about it that is perfectly new to an Amer- 
ican. It was built by Queen Anne for the great 
Duke of Marlborough, and has of course descend- 
ed to the Dake who now holds it. 


The Country from Oxford to Stratford-upon- 


Avon is very different from that of the South of 
EngUmd. It is much more diversified, and for 
the greater part of the way il is an unbroken con- 
tinuation of lull and dais. The prospect from 
those Iiigh hills, over a rich valley filled with 
farm-houses and villages and church-spires and n 
busy population, is beautiful in the highest de- 
gree. 


It was about two o'clock on Saturday after- 


noon when I entered Stratford-upon-Avon, and 
alter the necessary ablutions and brusliiiigs I was 
soon ready to visit Shakspcare's house. 
When 


I asked the landlady of the Hotel "whore the 
house was in which Shakspeare lived?'1 you 
may judge my surprise when I received her an- 
s-ver, "Well. I do not know c-xae'ly. but I will 
inquire and tell you."' I was really astonished, 
for I was almost prepared lo hear that the peoplu 
made daily pilgrimages to it upon their knee?.— 
But this lamentable ignorance of localities of all 
kinds, even the most distinguished, is daily to be 
met among English people. 
They do not seem 


to care for anything that is noted among them.— 
Some days ago. when travelling with a very re- 
spectable man-, near Stokes. I asked him if Gray, 
the Poet, was not buried in the church-yard of 
that village : he said that really he did not know, 
as he had not been in the graveyard (though he 
lived near) for more than 40 years. 
Another one 


who lives within a few miles of Windsor Castle, 
ford me that he had never been there. And so it 
is ot roads and villages—beyond their own lown 
they are for the most part entirely unacquainted. 
They aiea quiet, sett led people, and not rovers 
and travellers and .sight-seers, as we Americans 


ye the Lord : praise him and magnify him forev- 
er." 


The tomb cf Shakspeare is in the Chancel, 


over which is a celebrated bust of this "rent bard. 
The inscription is half Latin and half English, 
setting forth'the fact that therein is interred a 
man of learning and worth. Though ihe town of 
Strat'ford is justiy proud of the fame of Shak- 
speare, and proud that he -was bom within its 


„ 
limits, yet such a man belongs not to a village a 
mile or two square, but lo the world. 
America 


has right to be proud of Shakspeare. 
Wu ure, or 


ought to bo, one with England. With the snme 
ancestry, the same language, the same literature, 
the same customs, and the snme character, time 
will one day mould us into one. England wilt 
fulfillher high destiny, and pass off the theatre of 
nations, leaving to America the fame she has ac- 
quired, the glory she has gained, and her great 
name. And ihis hei itagc, which will be our por- 
tion, we will cherish and transmit to some other 
nation that will glow up under our nurture. How 
silly and sinful then it is fur Englishmen and 
Americans to bicker, nnd quarrul, and talk ofwur. 


I expected to find the Avon a noble and grand 


river like our Susquehanna or Potomac, but was 
much disappointed. It is a pretty little stream, a 
few yards wide. This is a fault with English- 
men; the}' are fond of believing that their country 
is well watciud, and they buil3 great bridges 
over little brooks and dignify them with the name 
of "River." A gieat many of their rivers I can 
almost step over, and. with the exception of the 
Thames, 1 have nol yot seen one winch 1 could 
not throw a su>nc over. The Avon is certainly 
a pretty river, and for miles on both sides of the 
town the bank is beautifully shaded with willow 
trees, planted quite closely together. I had a 
very great desire to climb the fence and cut my- 
sclfacane from one of these fine trees, (perhaps 
Shakspeare may have planted them you know) 
but the laws arc so strict in reference to trespas- 
sing upon property, that I might have been ap- 
prehended and punished for injuring the estate of 
some nobleman, and this would be paying dear 
for a cane even if Shakspeare did plant, the tree. 
An American in travelling in England must be 
careful. 
My first impulse when I saw the willow 


trees, was to have a cane immediately, just us I 
would have done in America, but I had scarcely 
my foot on the fence before it occurred to me 
that I was in a strange land. An American need 
no', howevei, he careful of his language, ho can 
say what he pleases, for Englishmen do eothcm- 
faclvcs. The Queen and Royal family are ridi- 
culed by laughable prints, and pictures, and car- 
icatured just as much as those "in high places" 
in our own Republic; and during the course of 
rny walk ihroiigh England many a hearty male- 
diction, not in alow murmur, but loud and deep, 
has me!, my car, from the lips of the hard-work- 
ing serf against the lordly and wealthy Nobie-

Hitherto, the overtures of.poace which 


have been made by thisgovernmeni have 
nor been accepled by Mexico. 
With a 


view to avoid a protracted war, which 
hesitancy and delay on our pan would 
be so well calculated to produce, I in- 
formed you in rny annual message of lhe 
Slh December lasl, thai lhe, war would 
"continue lo be prosecuied wiih vigor as 
the best means of securing peace," and 
recommended lo your early and favorable 
consideralion the measures proposed by 
the Secretary of War. in his report ac- 
companying thai message. 


In my message of the 4th January 


last, these and oiher measures, deemed 
to be essential lo lhe "speedy and suc- 
cessful termination" of the war, and the 
attainment of a just and honorable peace, 
were recommended lo your early and 
favorable consideralion. 


The worst state of ihings which could 


exisl in a war^with such a power as Mex- 
ico, would be a oiMirse-of indecision and 
inactivity on our part. 
Being charged 


by the constitution and the laws with the 
conduct of the war, I have availed myself 
of all the means at my command 10 pros- 
ecute it with energy and vigor. 


The act "to raise for a limited time an 


additional military force, arid for other 
purposes," and which authorizes -the 
raising often additional regiments to the 
regular army, to servu during the war, 
and to be disbinded at its termination, 
which was presented to me on the llth 
instant, and approved on that day, will 
consulate an important part of our mili- 
tary force. 
These regimen is will be 


raised and moved to lhe seal of war with 
the leasl practicable delay. 


It will be 
perceived that this acl 


makes no provision for the. organization 
into brigades and divisions of the increa- 
sed force which i; authorizes, nor for the 
appointmenl of general officers to com- 
mand il. 
It will be proper that author- 


ity be given by law to make such organ- 
ization, and to appoint, by and with the 
advice and consenl of the Senate, such 
number of major generals and brigadier 
generals as the efficiency of the service 
may demand. 
The number of officers 


of these grades now in service are not 
more than are required for their respec- 
tive commands; bul further legislative 
action during your present session will, 
in my judgment, be required, nnd to 
which il is my duiy respectfully lo invite 
your attention. 


Should iho war, contrary to my ear- 


nest desire, be prolracted lo lhe close of 
the term of service of the volunteers now 
in 
Mexico, who 
engaged 
for twelve 


months, an adcliiional volunteer force 
will probably become necessary to sup- 
ply their place. 
Many of lhe volunteers 


now serving in Mexico, it is not doubled, 
would cheerfully engage, al the conclu- 
sion of iheir present lenn, to serve du- 
ring the war. They would constitute a 
more efficient force than could be spee- 
dily obtained by accepting lhe services 
of any new corps who might offer their 
tervices. They would have the advan- 
tage of the experience and discipline of 
a year's service, and will have become 
accustomed lo lhe climate, and he in less 
danger than new levies of suffering from 
tbe diseases of the country. 


I recdmmend, therefore, thai authority 


be given to accept the services of such of 
the volunteers now in Mexico as the slale 
of the public service may require, and 
who may, at lire termination of their 
present term, voluntarily engage lo serve 
during the war with Mexico, and lhal 
provision be made for commissioning lhe 
officers. 
Should this measure receive 


the favorable consideration of Congress, 
it is recommended that a bounty be gran- 
ted to them upon their voluntarily exten- 
ding their term of service. 
This would 


not only be due to these gallant men, 
but it would be. economy to the govern- 


indicaied, and thus make the enemy feel: 
its pri-ssure and its evils, I shall be at 
all limes ready, with lhe authority con- 
ferred on me by lhe constitution, and 
with all the means which maybe placed 
at my command by Congress, lo con- 
clude a just and honorable peace. 


Of equal importance with an energetic 


and vigorous prosecution of the war are 
the means required to defray its expen- 
ses, and to uphold and maintain lhe pub- 
lic credii. 


In my annual message of ihe Slh De- 


cember lasl, I submitted for the consider- 
ation of Congress the propriety of impo- 
sing, as a war measure, revenue duties! 
on some of the articles now embraced in 
the free list. 
The principal articles now 


exempt from duty, from which any con- 
siderable revenue could be derived, are 
tea and coffee. 
A moderate revenue du- 


ty on ihese articles, it is estimated would 
produce annually an amount exceeding 
Iwo and a half millions of dollars. 


Though in apeiiod of peace, when 


ample means could be derived by duties 
on other articles for the support of lhe 
governmenl, il may have been deemed 
proper not lo resort lo a duty on these 
articles; yet, when the country is enga- 
ged in a foreign war, arid all our resour- 
ces are demanded to meet the unavoida- 
ble increased expenditure in maintaining 
our armies in the field, no sound reason 
is perceived why we should not avail 
ourselves of the revenues which may be 
derived from this source. 
The objec- 


tions which have heretofore existed to lhe 
imposilion of ihese duties were applica- 
ble to a siale of peace, when they were 
riot needed. 


\\ e are now, however, engaged in a 


foreign war. 
We need money to pros-' 


ecute it, and lo mainiain lhe public hon- 
or and credit. 
It cnnnot be doubted 


lhat the patriotic people of the United 
States would cheerfully, 
and 
without 


complaint, submit to the payment of this 
additional duty, or any other that may 
be necessary lo maintain lhe honor of 
the country, provide for lhe unavoidable 
expenses of the government, and to up- 
hold the public credit. 
It is recommen- 


ded that any duties which may be impo- 
sed on these articles be limited in their' 
duration to the period of the war. 
I 


An additional annual revenue, it is es- 


limated, of between half a million and a 
million of dollars, would be derived from 
lhe graduation and reduction of the price 
of such of the public lands as have been 
long offered in lhe market at lhe mini- 
mum price established by the existing 
laws and have remained unsold. 
And 


in addition lo other reasons commending 
lhe measure lo favorable consideralion, 
il is recommended as a financial measure. 
The duly suggested on tea and coffee, 
and the graduation and reduction of the 
price of lhe public lands, would secure 
an 
additional annual revenue to the 


treasury of not less than three millions of 
dollars, and would thereby prevent lhe 
necessity of incurring a public debt an- 
nually to thai amouni, lhe interest on 
which must be. paid serni-annually, and 
ultimately the debt itself, by a tax on lhe 
people. 


Il was a sound policy, and one which 


has long been approved by lhe govern- 
ment and people of the United States, 
never to resort to loans unless in cases of 
great public emergency, nnd then only 
for lhe smallest amount which lhe pub- 
lic, necessities will permit. 


The 
increased revenues which the 


measures now recommended would pro-j 
duce, would, moreover, enable lhe gov- 
ernmeni lo negotiate a loan, for any ad- 
ditional sum which may be found to be 
needed, with more facility, nnd al cheap- 
er rales lhan can be done without them. 


Under the injunction of the constiiu- 


lion which makes il my duly "from time 
to lime lo give lo Congress information 
of tbe slale of lhe Union, and lo recom- 
mend to their consideration such mea- 
sures" as shall be judged "necessary 
and expedient," I respectfully and ear- 
nestly invite the aclion of Congress on 


John Qoincy Adams. 


This venerable patriot took his seat in the 


House of Representatives on Saturday week.— 
His return is thus described by the National In- 
telligencer: 


A beautiful incident occurred in the 


House of Representatives on Saturday. 
While Mr. Hunt, of New York, was ad- 
dressing the Committee of the Whole in 
support of the Wilmot Proviso, (so call- 
ed.) the venerable figure of the Ex-Pres- 
ident Adams presented itself at the cen- 
tral door of the hall. 
All eyes were 


quickly attracted to the spot ; Mr. Hunt 
suspended hit speech ; Mr. Mosely, of 
New York, and Mr. Holmes, of Sooth 
Carolina, conducted Mr. Adams to his 
former seat, (temporarily occupied by 
Mr. Andrew Johnson, of Tennessee, who 
instantly relinquished the right he had to 
it under a late rule of the House, as he 
had promised lo do when he selected it.) 
The Members of the House rose at their 
seats, and numbers of ihem approached 
Mr. Adams lo congralulate him on his 
recovery and restoration to the hall. 


Mr. Adams, who seemed a-good deal 


subdued by this reception, expressed his 
thanks, but in so low a voice that but 
little of what he said could be heard ai 
any distance from that quarter of the 
hall.

those well-known tones was, that Mr. A. 
was deeply sensible of the kindness of 
the House in thus receiving him, and but 
for the feebleness of his voice, would have 
more fully expressed his gratitude to 
gentlemen of all parties for their kind 
congratulations. 
As it was, he hoped 


they would excuse him. 


Mr. Hunt, in resuming, noticed the 


incident, and expressed his own deep-felt 
gratification at Mr. Adams' return to his 
wonted place.

The, Famine in freland.—From some 


few points in the South the sufferings of 
the population find iheir way into the 
public papers, but in the mountains, ihe 
boggy and the remote districts, the deaths 
by starvation are unrecorded. 
Hundreds 


are falling every day, and such is the 
mortality in those districts that the mud 
walls of the cabins are slill ihe lornbs of 
the bodies of ihe wretched peasaniry, who, 
in many instances, died two and three 
weeks ago. The living are so debilita- 
ted they are not nble to bury the dead in 
consecrated ground. 
There are instan- 


ces that have reached us of dead bodies 
being laid at the ends of the cabins and 
covered over with a layer of earlh, car- 
ried in by their neighbors in iheir hats 
for aprons. 
It is useless to publish cards 


to illustrate the frightful summary of the 
latest intelligence. They are to be found 
in the Cork, Clare, Mayo and Roscorn- 
mon papers. 
The letters from Donegal 


and Antrim represent the sufferings in 
ihe mounlainous part of those counties 
lo be as intense as any yet described in 
ihe Soulh of Cork. 


Fermoy, January 15.—Deaths from 


starvation are heard in every direction. 
The miserable inhabitants of the cabins 
are not allowed to move from their huts. 
They have, at this inclement season of 
the year, pawned all iheir iitile articles of 
cloihing, and have alrnosl nothing to cov- 
er them. 
The disease raging among 


them, known by the name of the road 
fever, is carrying ihem off, without exag- 
geration, if you take in a large extent of 
country, by thousands, at this very mo- 
ment. 
In the sick wards of the poor- 


house here, ihere are from three lo eight 
fever patients in a bed—the week before 
lasl there were 24 deaths from the poor- 
house—the last 47.

senger car, together with eighl of lhe 
freight car?, was thrown off the track and 
precipitated some fifteen feet down lhe 
embankment. 
The passenger Irain fell 


nearly wiih its bottom up, and the freight 
cars burst through the bottom, breaking 
the passenger seats and crushing every 
thing in their way. 


No life was lost, nor was any one dan- 


gerously injured—a result" which seems 
little short of miraculous. 
Several were 


slightly hurt, and none wholly escaped 
from bruises. 
The passengers, after the 


utmost confusion and alarm, succeeded 
in extricating themselves.

five ribs were torn out of his right side, 
and an entrance made through his body, 
in the direction or region of the heart.— 
His gun lay six or eiohl feel from his 
body, with one barrel discharged.
